OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 

Unrestricted Reciprocity— Tho Disallowance 
Question— The Dominion Archives— Mount- 
ed Police to be Pensioned- Seizure of an 
Impious Publication -Prohibition again. 

[From Our Own Corrcspondentd 
Ottawa, March 24. Parliamentarians 
and those moving in parliamentary circles 
are yetting heartily sick of the debate oil 
Sir Richard Cartw right's resolution, but 
so many members are desirous of putting 
themselves "on record" that it will be 
impossible to confine the discussion with- 
in the fort night ami (lien the probabilities 
are that some representatives of tho people 
will not have had the opportunity of air- 
ing their views. It would take half a 
dozen columns to sketch the incidents of 
the debate or to give an outline of the 
views of the members who have spoken. 
After eight days discussion, however, hav- 
ing heard nearly every speech delivered 1 
have no hesitation whatever in affirming 
that the balance of the argument is vastly 
in favor of the Conservatives, The demon 
of inconsistency rises up in judgment 
against the Liberals at every stop. When 
Sir Richard Cartwright introduced his 
resolution in favor of unrestricted recipro- 
city and diiect taxation acting in that cap- 
acity as the exponent of the Liberal party, 
he little thought that he would have 
thrown at him the utterances of Mr. 
Blake, delivered not over fourteen months 
ago, diametrically against the proposal. 
When Mr. Davios spoke in favor of free 
trade with the States he never anticipated 
that there would bo quoted against him 
his speech of two months ago in which he 
expressed himself opposed to Commercial 
union and said the Americans would not 
be such arrant fools as to accept it. The 
same applied all through the category of 
Liberal speeches and the inconsistency de- 
veloped has completely killed the efl'ect 
of their obsorval ions. 

THK DISALLOWANCE O.UKSTION. 

Probably before this reaches Victoria it 
will be definitely known what tho govern- 
ment, intends doing in regard to the policy 
of disallowance. The grits are crowing 
bectui.se they have compelled the govern- 
ment, they say to back down oil the stand 
they took a year ago. But the policyloss 
party have little cause for rejoicing. 
There is a demand in the country for the 
cancellation of the C. P. K. monopoly 
and it is only natural that the company 
should ask for a good round sum for sur- 
rendering this powerful lever which is le- 
gally theirs. If satisfactory terms are 
agreed upon, an end will bo put to tho un- 
pleasant agitation at present existing in 
Manitoba and the vast stretch of country 
lying between the Lake of the Woods and 
tlio Pacific Coast will enter upon an un- 
paralleled era of railway building. 

THE IT SI I Kit IKS TREATY. 

The bill to ratify the fisheries treaty 
which will be known as "the Treaty of 
Washington Act, 1X88," was introduced 
yesterday by Mr. Thompson: The duty, 
of course, was Sir Charles Tuppor's, but 
as the finance minister was not sufficiently 
well to take his place in tho house the 
task devolved upon the minister of jus- 
tice. Probably the bill would have been 
allowed to stand until Sir Charles could 
handle it had not some enterprising (?) 
correspondent of the New York Herald 

secured a confidential Copy of the bill and 
forwarded it to that journal. There is 
only one explanation of the breach of con- 
fidence — that is. the bill must have been 
stolen. But while such a course might 
have been considered "enterprise" ten or 
fifteen years ago ruspectable journalists of 
to-day would scorn to stoop to such de- 
spicable conduct, for the sake of getting a 
"beat." The scoop, however, fortunately 
was not a serious one, as the bill simply 
contains the text of the fisheries treaty 
licked into legal phraseology. 

THK DOMINION ARCHIVES. 

Since Mr. Douglas Brymner, at one 
time editor of the Montreal Herald, was 
appointed Dominion archivist, he has done 
Bplendid service in collecting and arrang- 
ing documents bearing upon the early his- 
tory of Canada. His report for 1887, 
just presented to parliament, shows that 
during the past year the State papers of 
tho Colonial office in London for the 
period from 1775 to 1701 have been copied 
and are now in the archives hero avail- 
able for reference. Tlio correspondence 
and documents ill these cover the time 
immediately preceding the cession of 
Canada down to the division of tho old 
Province of Quebec into Upper and Low- 
er Canada. Satisfactory progress has also 
been made in the copying of tho land 
titles in the Provincial Registry office at 
Quebec, and important additions have 
been made to the collection of old French 
parish registers, particularly those of the 
Maritime province and western settle- 
ments, and tlio collection and classifica- 
tion of the ilaldituand papers has been 
continued. 

MOUNTED POLICE AND INDIANS. 
The government will this session intro- 
duce a measure establishing a pension 
system for the Northwest, mounted police 
force. It will provide that a member 
of tho force having served twenty-live 
years may retire upon a pension of two- 
thirds of the salary he is receiving at the 
time of retirement, and if disabled before 
serving the period named he will receive 
a certain proportion of his salary. The 
lino body of men who perform such 
trduouu duties in the Northwest Terri- 
tories and British -Columbia arc thorough- 
ly deserving of the consideration which 
tho government is extending to them. 

Commissioner Herchmer, who is in town 
in connection with tho pension lull, in 
conversation with your correspondent 
said it was true there was some distress 
among the non-tronty Indians, north of 
Prince Albert, due to their running out 
of their winter slock of provisions, but 
this had been the case every spring forsou e 
years past. In a month or so, however, 
when the ice on the rivers and lakes begins 
to go, they will be able to procure food 
and nothing more will be heard from them 
for perhaps another year. Although not 
bound to feed these Indians the authurites 
could not see thoin starve, and as far as 
was practicable provisions were being 
served out. In connection with mounted 
police matters, I heard the other day from 
an excellent source that the government 
is deliberating what course to tako in 
regard to "D" detachment, now stationed 
iu the Koorenay valley, and it is not at all 
improbable that .a demand will bo made 
upon tho British Columbia government to 
pay a proportion of expenses incurred in 
maintaining the detachment iu the Pacific 
province. 

SI'.KKINU ALLIES, 

Recognizing the futility of securing free 
trade with the States until they ohango 
tho current of public fooling on the other 
side of tho line, the Grits havo com- 
meuccd to make overtures. A few days 
ago when Mr. S. J. Ritchie, the Akron, 
Ohio, iron manufacturer, who is largely 
interested in tho Ontario Central railway 
and tho iron mines of tho Madoc district, 
wns hero he was solicited by Mr. Edgar, 
M. P., to approach-Congressman Ilittand 
endeavor to induce that gentleman to 
modify his Commercial Union Bill before 
I Congress and declare simply for unre- 



striated reciprocity between Canada and 
United States. Mr. Edgar represented 
to Mr. Ritchie that a sentimental objec- 
tion to Commercial L'nion is entertained 
by Canadians and that the advocacy of 
that policy had not met with encouraging 
success. He represented also that the 
policy embodied in tho Cartwright reso- 
lution would bo greatly assisted if unre- 

j Stricted reciprocity was taken up by Con- 
gress instead of Commercial l'nion. Mr. 

| Ritchie ia lo present these views to Mr. 
Hitt as emanating from the Liberal party 
of Canada. 

AN IMPIOUS ITTIUUATION. 

A customs seizure has been made of a 
number of copies id' thu Trnthseekei-s' An- 
nual ami tli,-. Fire Thinker*' Almanac. 
This pamphlet is an impious and immoral 
work. It presents a number of illustra- 
tions of Biblical subjects; caricaturing iu 
a broad, coarse and most sacrilegious man- 
ner in relation tu the Holy Writ, Indeed, 
so outrageously indecent are the engrav- 
ings that it is believed even free thinker 
are ashamed of their pamphlets issued iu 
Now York, instructions will be issued to 
all porta of entry to seize any copies 
should an attempt be made to import 
them into Canada. 

l'KOIIlllITION AO A IN. 

Last year it will be remembered that a 
resolution moved by Mr. Jamicson, M.P., 
in favor of total prohibition was voted 
down. air. Jamicson is not to bo de- 
ferred, however, bv last year's reverse 
and has given notice of tho following res 
olution: "That in the opinion of this 
bouse it is expedient to prohibit the man 
ufacture, importation and sale of intoxi 
eating liquors, except for sacramental 
medicinal and mechanical purposes; that 
tho enforcement of sucli prohibition shall 
be through the Dominion Government by 
especially appointed oilieers." Mr. Jam- 
ieson has also a bill before Par- 
liament to amend the Scott act, 
with a view to making if more workable. 
If it conies to the third reading Mr. Hag- 
gart will move the following amendment: 

"Provided also that nothing in this Act 
shall be held to interfere with the pur- 
chase or sale by legally qualified phy- 
sicians, chemists or druggists, of thu fol- 
lowing articles: 

1. Tho official preparations of tho au- 
thorized pharnlacopceas, when made of 
full medicinal strength and sold only for 
medicinal purposes or physicians' pre- 
scriptions, containing spirituous liquors, 
if Bold in quantities not more than ten 
ounces at any one time. 

2. Any patent medicines, unless such 
patent medicine is known to the vendor 
to bo capable of being used as a bever- 
age, the sale of which is a violation of 
tho Canada Temperance Act of 1878. 

3. Eau de Cologne, bay rum or other 
articles of perfumery, lotions, extracts, 
varnishes, tinctures or other pharmaceu- 
tical preparations, hut not intended as 
beverages. 

4. Alcohol or methylated spirits for 
pharmaceutical, chemical or mechanical

Another ele- 
ment of uncertainty lies in the fact that 
the double labors of the premiership and 
foreign office are again telling heavily on 
Salisbury's health, and he is beginning to 
show again signs of wear and tear which 
his autumn holidays obliterated. Those 
dissentient Liberals who look at Gladstone 
every day, and whose prime calculation 
is that his ago and time is on their side, 
must feel embarrassed when they extend 
their memory back to thu career of Palm- 
erston, who was prime minister and en- 
joyed tho highest popularity until w ithin 
two days of the completion of his eighty- 
first year. No one who know both of 
those statesmen intimately can doubt, that 
physically and intellectually, Gladstone 
is at least ten years younger than Palmer- 
Jton was at the late prime minister's pro- 
sent ago. Pahnerston's gout was a fro- 
quont and distressing infirmity, yet he 
had great natural gaiety, When in de- 
bate, Bernal Osborne, Somowhat coarsely 
suggested that tho prima minister's tem- 
per was rufttod by an overdose of colchi- 
chuin. Palmorston interjected with a 
sinilo "Colchicum is a sedative." 

THK IHISn PARLIAMENT. 

There is no foundation for the reiter- 
ated report that Parnoll oxpressed him- 
self as favorable to a temporary retreat 
from tho principle of a subordinate Irish 
parliament and the executive arising 
out of that parliament. Chamberlain 
denies ho has altered any opinion on 
the subject. Chamberlain believes any 
plan not acceptable to the Irish people 
would havo a futal effect, but lie would 
gladly revivo any scheme if it were likely 
to prove acceptable. There .vill bo no 
yielding by Gladstone on local legislative 
authority in the Irish parliament. 

Tho result of the election for tlio Cower 
district of Glamorganshire, Wales, was 
not a surprise to the Liberals, for several 
of tho leuders believed that when Sir 
Horace Davey was withdrawn, Mr. Llew- 
ellyn, the Liberal dissentient candidate 
would defeat Mr. Randall, the Liberal 
workingmen's candidate who won by bare- 
ly 600 majority. Over 3,000 Liberals who 
favored Sir Horace Davey's candidature 
abstained from voting, while Llewellyn 
who had accepted tho proposition of the 
disestablishment of the church in Wales, 
polled a full vote of the Tory and Liberal 
dissentients, together with some weak- 
kneed Liberals. The chief

in the division was the determination of 
all the vernacular proas of Wales 
to resist English candidates, simply be- 
cause they aro not Welsh. Their 
labor candidates are, generally speaking, 
candidates of those who retid no other 
than Welsh journals, ono of which recent- 
ly urged the Welsh doctors not to bo 
guilty of tho return of an Englishman. 
Sir Horace Davey thereupon withdrew 
from tho contoat altogcthor, although he 
had boon supported by tho liberals as 
their candidate. Another point in Llewel- 
lyn's favor was that his uncle C. R. M. 
Talent, Octogenarian father of the house 
of commons, fought hard for his nephew's 
lection. Mr. Talcot is a liberal dissent- 
ient and a principal land owner and a per- 
son of the greatest influence in Gower 
division. Ho is a vory shrewd and silent 
man, but he did good work at tho polls in 
Llewellyn's behalf, as tho size of his 
nophow's veto plainly showed. Tho father 
of tho house, who has aat for Glamorgan- 
shire without a break since 1830, is, 
strange to say, not one of the well known 
members, yet ho ia not without other dis- 
tinctions. Ho took high honors at Oxford 
sixr.y-five years ago. Ho has refused a 
peerage. Ho is lord lieutenant of Gla- 
morganshire and is immensely esteemed 
for his judgment and ability by his col- 
leagues in tho board of tho (j rent Western 
railway. 

THE ARREARS QUESTION. 

The situation regarding the Irish ar- 
rears question is an exact repetition of 
that of last year. Then the government 
bjected to dealing with judicial rents in 
any shape or form, and were only brought 
to the scratch bj tho strongest pressure 
from tho Liberal-Unionist party. The 
government, however, had their way in 
the matter of arrears, which they refused 
in effeet to deal with, and not content 
with that, brought in a clause at tho 
eleventh hour which knocked tho back- 
bone out of their own bill. Thu results 
of that policy aro now visible as a healing 
measure, the act which was passed under 
those conditions has been iu the main a 
failure, and it became clear to everyone 
that unless the question of arrears can be 
radically dealt with there will never bo 
igrarian peace in Ireland. Unionists, 
therefore, are going to try once more their 
game of brag, which had a partial success 
last summer. Tho government are warned 
that unless thoy introduce a bill providing 
for a radical method of dealing with 
arrears shortly after the Easter holidays, 
they may not count on the support of 
many Unionists in the future. A few 
weeks .vill show whether they can afford 
to defy tho Unionists or not. 

THE EMPEROR'S CONDITION. 
Accounts of tho health of thu Emperor 
Frederick aro still contradictory. Tho 
most trustworthy information is to tho ef- 
fect that Dr. Mackonzio has finally ac- 
quiesced in tho poBBimistic view of his 
Gorman colUagues. Tho Emperor him- 
self, of course, knows perfectly tho dan- 
ger to which liia life is exposed, and it is 
a truly royal trait that ho shows himself 
perfectly indifl'eront to what may happen. 
He is unwearied in tho work and patient 
to thu Inst degree iu his untieing. No 
sign of discontent, of vexation or im- 
pationco oacapes him. Ho confronts the 
assaults of tho terrible diseaso with tho 
same coolness ho so often displayed upon 
tho battle field. This and similar qualities 
he h'ls shown in ether tields early in life. 



It was given to him to soe clearly, but too 
often hidden from inonarehs, that the 
king of the free people should bo their 
leader rather than their master. The

ick, even sooner than his father, saw the 
truth of Bismarck's view, that the diapnte 
must be settled with "blood and iron,'' 
yet he has been ever steadfast to old be- 
liefs, and in I88(i, at I leidelberg, ho spoke 
words t hat show the liberality of his spirit. 
He had been referring to survices to tho 
cause of humanity rendered by tho Heid- 
elberg struggles for freedom, thought and 
j investigation, and to services to Germany, 
and the unity arising from the universi- 
j ties' power of gathering Germans to intcl- 
I lectual centre's. He concluded his speech 
by saying: "Now that German unity has 
i regained the maintenance of tho ancient 
j virtues of our nice, will call for tho oxer- 
| ciseof stilli/roater prudence and self denial, 
! strength and spiritual discipline, in order 
to promote in a 'liberal spirit tho 
growth of our national life." This 
surely was the utterance of a truo 
scholar, indicating an unfettered pursuit 
of knowledge. If the soldier has fought 
and scholar spoken, the statesman has 
shown himself in dignified silence. Bis- 
marck believing in "blood and iron," be- 
lieves also in diplomacy and bluff. Fred- 
erick has, all aloug, had

Ho litis been for a straightforward loyalty 
abroad and for trust in people at homo, 
but his counsels have been ton often un- 
heeded. The blind admirers of success 
have sneered at the quality uf high-mind- 
ed n ess that was beyond their grasp, and 
heavy blows have boon struck at Freder- 
ick with whom loyalty and duty ought to 
have been respected. Frederick endured 
in patient silence, ho has forgiven as Em- 
peror the affliction under which tho Em- 
peror suffered, seems to undermine all tho 
hopes of tho people of Germany and 
neighboring states regarding tho future, 
for if report be true, a long reign is ovon 
at best impossible, while in any but most 
favorable circumstances the ' Em- 
peror's remaining days are few. The 
ends at which he aims are, however, well 
known, peace and concord are to him the 
first of blessings, in the foreign relations 
of Gerinahy, Frederick, like his father, 
trusts largely to the statesmanship of Bis- 
marck, but assuredly tho Emperor, though 
a soldier, is not a disciple of militarism. 
Ho knows Germany must bo strong, and 
he will abate no jot needful to readiness for 
war, but he encourages tho efforts of those 
officers who believe that by trusting more 
to tho intelligence and honor of men, still 
greater efforts may be obtained from 
them. He has loosened a little the 
strait waistcoat in which the army havo 
been kept. He does not approve of that 
policy of commercial war which Bismarck 
lias accepted from his conservative friends, 
and he also disapproves of the detestable 
system by which tho Chancellor has tried 
to crush out of existence those political 
free-thinkers, who fur years liavo been his 
only critics. If any ono could promise 
life and health to Emperor Frederick he 
would give the German people tho assur- 
ance of a peaceful and prosperous reign.

Ottawa, Out., March 30. -It is under- 
stood that an arrangement has been ar- 
rived at between the Government and the 
Canadian Pacific whereby tho company 
agrees to tho cancellation of the monopoly 
clause in its charter upon terms which, 
when mado public, will bo found to be 
mutually advantageous to tho country aud 
to tho company. The surrender of the 
monopoly will 110 longer necessitate the 
continuance of tho disallowance policy. 
Messrs. Greenway and Martin left for 
home to-night satisfied with the prospect. 

Ottawa, Ont., March 31.— At a privy 
council meeting to-day the terms of set- 
tlement with the Canadian Pacific were 
discussed. An order in council will be 
passed on Monday, after which it is ex- 
pected that tho terms will be given to tho 
public. 

Tho Newfoundland delegates will leave 
for Canada on Tuesday. The government 
will make the agreement of 18(i!) the basis 
of negotiations. Canada's interests im- 
peratively demand that Newfoundland 
should enter the Dominion and this will 
bo abundantly demonstrated before many 
weeks. 

The government will build the canal at 
Sault Ste. Marie despite statements to the 
contrary.

A Prince Who Hatei Hi* English Mother, the 
English and the Jews. 

The New York Sun's Berlin special 
says: A man of 29 years, erect, square- 
shouldered, lithe, powerful and austere, 
strode out of the railway station here yes- 
terday after seeing a batch of royal guests 
depart. He had a strong, heavily-lined 
and moody face. The guards presented 
arms and a brilliant retinue of generals 
hurried after the masterful looking Ger- 
man. It was the Crown Prince, who will 
soon be Emperor of the nation of war- 
riors. The waiting multitude at sight, 
of liiin gave a Bingle yell that came 
from their very hearts. The prince list- 
ened with a rapt look, then throw back 
his head with a sudden motion and showed 
his teuth in a smile of savage exultation. 
The tierce light that beats about the * 
German throne leaves the dumb and 
sickly monarch in the shadow plodding 
slowly on towards the nearing and inevit- 
able end, while it throws the stalwart, 
warlike and aggrosaivo figure of Crown 
Prince William out with a vivid distinct- 
ness. Tho name of the coming Emperor 
is heard in the councils of all sovereigns 
and diplomats of Europe. Not since the 
first Napoleon, has a young man wielded 
such tremendous power us will fall to tho 
lot of this headstrong, violent and rovonge- 
ful prince. He will have two million 
men and two million muskets at his back. 
He hates tho English unci he hates the 
Jews; so do the German people They 
detest their present English empress be- 
cause she makes hor children talk English, 
and has prevailed upon the emperor to 
have an English physician. Thoy have 
tried to mob Dr. Mackenzie, and they 
look coldly at Frederick 111, because he 
spends the last hours of his waning life 
ennobling men of Semitic blood. They 
adore the very name of the coming ruler, 
who has all their prejudices intensified a. 
thousand fold. His aversion to tho Eng- 
lish oxtonds to his own mother.

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EASTER SUNDAY. 



To-day is celebrated with moro or less 
accentuation in nearly all the Christian 
churches of tho world one of the great 
festivals of the Church. Tho Lenten sea- 
son has closed— a season when special re- 
ligious services wore observed by a very 
large number of the faithful. From death 
springs life. The resurrection is the 
great truth taught by tho Easter Festival 
— Life, hope, immortality. "If a man 
die shall he live again I" The Christian 
church answers with a sublime faith: 
"Though he wore dead, yef shall he live 
again." The resurrection of Christ is 
held to bo the first fruits of that resur- 
rection of all who sleep in Him. This is 
the cardinal doctrine of all who believe in 
Christ as tho Savior of tho world. Out- 
side of this faith the belief is widely held 
that there is a resurrection or a passing 
from death to lifo; so that Easter has a 
religious and moral significance for a vast 
number of people. The doctrine or" im- 
mortality is largely based on the resur- 
rection. Death is hot extermination^ not 
n cessation of lifo— but only a passing be- 
yond mortal limitations to take on immor- 
tality. There is no such thing as the ut- 
ter going out of life. The fearful and 
glorious gift of immortality is 
the inheritance of all. Life, ill 
this view, is invested with a 
grand significance. The great religions of 
the world teach immortality. Outside of 
a religious belief it is not easy to make 
any satisfactory proof of this doctrine. 
Yet from the earliest history of the human 
race there has been such a belief; vague 
and shadowy in many instances, yet 
divested of all gross superstitions, there 
was the central conviction that death was 
no more than a transition from one stage 
of being to another. The germ of being 
was immortal. How its future existence 
was to be shaped, what forms it should 
take, was subject to an almost infinite 
variety of speculation. But the capacity 
to exist in other states, the groat and fear- 
ful gift of immortality gave to lifo a 
deeper, broader and holier meaning. The 
brute porisheth. There is no capacity to 
exist hereafter. A human soul cannot 
perish. The doad shall rise. Christ, the 
great Prophet of humanity, rose from 
the dead. Of all the great religions 
of the world that have made a record 
in history, there is no other one which 
has had such moulding power as 
this. There is hardly a civiliza- 
tion in the wide world not stricken 
by decay and death which is associated 
with any other than tho Christian religion, 
or with tho cardinal truths revealed in the 
Scriptures. Outside of what is called 
revelation, there is no clear proof of the 
immortality of tho human soul. There is 
the reasoning from analogy which always 
falls short of a perfect demonstration 
There is the hope and tho aspiration 
which may spring from sellish considera- 
tion^ The human race desires to live 
otorimlly. A shadowy belief in immortal- 
ity prevails among savage tribes and the 
most ignorant nations. The Christian 
church comes to announce tho doctrine 
with the authoiity of a divine revelation. 
The corner stone of its faith is the resur- 
rection. Once a year it accentuates the 
declaration by a grand festival. Ono of 
the Apostles reasons about tho resurec- 
tion from natural laws. Ho points to the 
grain of corn cast into tho ground which 
dies only that it may send furth a living 
blade. Nature is made to symbolize the 
resurrection. Life is continually being 
evolved from death. In all these northern 
latitudes there is a wonderful transition 
from death, A few months ago all vege- 
table lifo was dormant. The hills wore 
sore and brown. Tho ripe seed of grasses, 
flowers, grains and fruits — millions upon 
millions — had fallen upon tho parched 
ground, The miracle of tho resurrection 
is soon in this perpetual springing of life 
from death. Tho soed was not lost. There 
isthoaptingiiig grass on meadowsand on all 
tho hillsides and the waving fields of grain. 
There are tho unfolding buds in gardens 
and orchards. The potency of lifo is there. 
It succeeds death. The outward world, 
with all its glory of emerald, of bud and 
blossom, of young fruit hastening to ma- 
turity, presses homo Upon tho moral con- 
sciousness tho otio great truth of the resur- 
rection — of tho potency of human lifo on 
which, has descended tho capacity for im- 
mortality. Whether thiw capacity can bo 
dnstroyod bo that if mon die they shall 
not livo again, is one of those obsenro 
nuestioha with no satisfactory results from 



tho most searching inquiry. Devout bo- 
lioVeiB aro not inclined to more specu- 
lation about this carditial point of 
their faith. They accept it because 
it is positively affirmed. They aro 
the heirs of the Christian ages. What has 
boon held from tho time of the resurrec- 
tion of Christ they hold. At Easter they 
do not set themselves tho task of inquiry, 
but of dovout and glad recognition of a 
sublime truth. It is tho festival of hope. 
There aro boundless possibilities. With 
the gift of immortality all lessor things 
are included. There is a night aide of 
nature and a night side of tho spiritual 
world. But Easter is tho new morning 
crowned with hope and the promise of im- 
mortal life. If one has triumphed over 
death, so in good time shall all triumph. 
And so Easter is associated with somo of 
the grandest truths that ever inspired a 
human soul. If they aro hard for some 
to accept, that may be for lack of faith. 
Easter comes in the time of lilies, when 
the rains, and the sun, and the winds 
have wrought a resurrection in the nat- 
ural world. There is gladness that the 
hills aro clothed in the freshness of spring: 
that the now grain is the promise of a 
glorious harvest; that orchards blossom 
and flowers bloom in gardens and by the 
wayside. There is gladness also because 
of the great central truth which the 
Church has held and is about to cele- 
brate- -that there is a resurrection unto 

life. ^ 

A THIRD PARTY. 

A now political party lias been organ 
ized at Toronto by about forty gentlemen 
resident in and about the Quoen City. 
The old part ies, however, need not quake 
just yet. as the organizers made a false 
step at the outset which may wreck all 
their hopes of future success. The plat- 
form had been all cut; and dried before the 
meeting was couveued with the following 
planks:— "Righ'-.oousnoss and truth in pub- 
lic allairs. as well as in private business 
and no compromise with wrong; equal 
rigiits for ail creeds, classes and nation- 
alities, bit exclusive privileges to none; 
a national literature and in all matters of 
public policy our country first; the prompt 
and absolute prohibition of the liquor 
traffic, as the objective point of temper 
auce legislation, in the meantime tho hon- 
est and vigorous enforcement of the Scott 
act, and of all other laws for the repres- 
sion of vice and intemperance; retrench- 
ment and economy in public expenditure, 
with the view of reducing our enormous 
national debt; manhood suffrage, with 
an educational qualification, that is, u 
vote to every free man of legal age who 
can read and write; the extension of the 
franchise to women; an elective Senate: 
and civil service reform. Before a dele- 
gate was admitted to tho 'meeting he had 
to sign the register pledging himself with- 
out qualification or reserve to the fore- 
going. Several gentlemen kicked at this, 
desiring that the platform should first bo 
discussed before definitely pledging them- 
selves to it. The. committee which had 
drawn up the resolutions wore, however, 
inexorable, the consequence being that 
over half of those who had assembled to 
witness the new birth withdrew thoir 
support and the Third party starts out 
with poor prospects. The president, llev. 
Dr. Sutherland, Missionary Secretary of 
the Methodist church, well known in 
Victoria, is, however, a man of indomit- 
able pluck and energy. As ail orator he 
stands in the first rank and it will be in- 
teresting to note what progress, under 
his leadership, tho new organization will 
make. 



depreciate the value of th ise investments 
by taking away that right and subjecting 
those sections to tho roundabout tran- 
sportation of the trunk lines, for the ox- 
press and avowed purpose of enabling the 
trunk lines to impose on tho public higher 
rates than they can do when the direct 
lines are in competition." 

In the Commons Mr. Baker has intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Representation 
Act as respects certain constituencies in 
British Columbia. In reply to loud cries 
of "explain," he stated that it was similar 
to tho measure he had already presented 
in two former sessions, and ho introduced 
it now in the hope that tho luck proverb- 
ial in odd numbers would favor him and 
enable him to carry the bill through. 
There were certain islands near the con- 
stituency of Victoria, concerning which 
there was some doubt as to which con- 
stituency they belonged, Victoria or Van- 
couver. The bill woul.l attacli them to 
Victoria. The next bill was to bring 
British Columbia into line with the other 
provinces as to tho time between pro- 
clamation and nomination, and nomina- 
tion and election. Mr. Baker's third 
bill is intended to allow appeals to the 
Canadian Supremo Court from the British 
Columbia Court in casus involving $250, 
All 'heso bills were read the first time. 

The Free Press of Nanainio joins the 
hue-and-cry of the Opposition agaiust the 
continuance of the free school system in 
the way proposed by the government, viz.: 
by throwing part of the burthen of sup 
porting the system on the cities. The 
Free Press disputes our statement that un- 
less a part of the load is lifted from the 
shoulders of the province the high schools , 
must, be closed. The ground (if his dis- 
putation is this: It is proposed to place 
Vancouver in the list of cities that will 
pay part of tho cost of maintaining the 
free schools, and Vancouver has no high 
school, therefore tho reason given for 
shifting the load, argues the Free Press, is 
not valid. But Vancouver will have a 
high school by tho tiiuo tho estimates 
shortly to bo voted become available, so 
the argument of the Free Press goes for 
naught. Tho matter stands just is we 
said it did on a former occasion. Unless 
the cities came to the relief of the provin- 
cial revenue the existence of the high 
schools as adjuncts of tho free system will 
cease, as members from districts where 
there are no high schools would positively 
refuse to vote the items required for their 
maintenance in tho cities. Perhaps the 
Free Press agrees with the Standard that, 
as a people, wo are educated too much. 
In which case it should say so and not 
try to avoid a fair discussion by lugging 
ill as a fact a side issue that has practically 
no existence.

DIRECTORS' ANNUAL REPORT. 

Gentlemen —In presenting our Annual Report for the year 1887-1S8S it affords us much pleasure 
to bo enabled to state that the Institution has been kept working at its fullest capacity, in the most 
efficient manner, at an increased expenditure of only $119.43 over that of the previous year, the excess 
being chiefly due to the increased contract price of meat, the purchase of sundry bedding, furniture, 
and the execution of certain repairs which had become necessary. 

Mrs. Jamieson, the matron, having resigned her position in July last, the Directors engaged Mr. F. 
\V. Garland, w hose testimonials were of a high order, as Steward, and his duties have been carefully and 
economically performed to the entire satisfaction of the Directors and the general comfort and well bein 
of the inmates. 

No grant has b^en received from the Government for the Convalescent Home for the current year 
and this Institution has accordingly been maintained out of the Hospital general funds for the last 
months at a cost of $1480. 

The Corporation of the City has donated nothing to the funds during 1S87, neither has any incon 
been received from donations or entertainments, and the general public have; not subscribed, owing no 
doubt to the fact that no appeal to them for assistance was made. This, the Directors delayed doing, as 
they fully anticipated that the new Hospital buildings would have been so far advanced, its to have been 
in a few months more, ready for occupation, and it was their intention then to have made a special appeal 
for assistance. But this has not been accomplished and it will be seen on reference to the Treasurer's 
Report that the funds are almost exhausted .and that money is now urgently and immediately required if 
the Institution is to be carried on. 

The Hospital has been fully occupied during the last year and the members of the Board have 
repeatedly found themselves in the unpleasant position of having to refuse new cases, owing to the want 
of accommodation in the present premises, there being only 32 beds in the Hospital and 10 in the 
Convalescent Home. 

The system of having all the meat, groceries, drugs, vegetables and bread supplied under contract 
has been found to work most satisfactorily. 

The Directors began their fiscal year with a balance on hand of §1663.37 and end it with a credit 
balance of §273.73, all liabilities so far as known being discharged to this date. 

The expenditure of the last five years compares as follows:

The cost of maintaining the Convalescent Home is included in the above figures. 
The average cost per day for each resident patient in the Hospital and Convalescent Home, which 
includes the disbursements on out door patients, has still been kept under 54 cents. 

The Annual Report of the Visiting Surgeon is hereto appended and gives full details of the work 
for the year. 

The Directors are gratified to state that owing to the liberality of the public and the Provincial 
Government the sum of $40,000 is almost fully subscribed for the pui~po.se of the new -Jubilee Hospital, 
site on the Cadboro Bay Road has been purchased and paid for, and the plans will shortly be decided upon 
and it is confidently expected that the erection of the new Hospital will be commenced during the month 
of April next.

I have the honor to submit the following Report of the Royal Hospital for the year 
commencing April 1st, 1887, and ending March 31st, 1888. 

During this period one hundred and thirty-three cases have been treated in the Hospital as patients, 
and about one hundred and fifty have received treatment at the Hospital as out patients. Many applica- 
tions for admission into the Hospital have been refused for the reason that there were no beds vacant for 
their accommodation, the Hospital being full to repletion during the whole year. 
Twelve deaths have occurred during the year, from the following causes : 



Two from Phthisis (Consumption.) 

Two from Valvular Disease of the Heart. 

Two from Organic Disease of the Liver. 



Two from Bright's Disease of the Kidneys. 
Two from Disease of the Liver. 
Two from Old Aee. 



It is a matter for extreme congratulation that we are at' last to have in the Jubilee Hospital an insti- 
tution worthy of the capital of the Province, and those through .whose energy this will be accomplished are 
worthy of all praise. I would suggest that t)ie plans before adoption be submitted to a committee of 
medical men, who, after all are the only persons in the community possessing the knowledge of experts 
concerning this class of building. 

During the year I have been ably assisted by the officers of the Hospital in the treatment of its 
inmates. In conclusion, I take this manner of thanking my professional confreres for their aid in consul- 
tations, Sue., always cheerfully rendered.

COLONEL BAKER AND THE NEW 
K0OTENAY BILL. 

To TUB Editor: — I am deeply grieved 
to find that the hon. member for Kooto- 
nay, for whom 1 entertain tho highest 
respect and whose good opinion I covot, 
has come to the conclusion, because I am 
not convinced that tho passage of the new 
Kootenay bill, with its immense timber 
land privileges, would be a good thing for 
his district,, that I am wilfully or stupidly 
blind: and that it would bo useless to 
"expend time and thought" in further 
arguing the question with me. But, sir, 
in spite of Col. Baker's apparent anxiety 
to bo done with a mutter in tho discussion 
of which he has not shono with his cus- 
tomary brilliancy, I cannot permit him to 
escape in that way from the position in 
which his advocacy of an unpopular and 
unrighteous measure has placed him. 1 
give Col. Baker credit for sincerity and 
honesty of purpose; but I fool sure that he 
does not rightly estimate tho great sacri- 
fice which the country is called on to 
make in order that Ainsworth & 
Co. may have placed in their 
hands a valuable franchise for sale 
on the London or continental money 
market. Judging from what has gone 
before 1 do not think that those gentle- 
men regard tho scheme from any but a 
speculative standpoint. Development is 
evidently the last, thing they think of. 
Their object is to get out of it by sale to 
the highest bidder. A question 1 would 
ask Col. Baker is this: Would it bo 
wise or proper lor the house to put a 
valuable franchise in the hands of Ains- 
worth A Co. to sell without exacting from 
them substantial security for the early 
completion of the road ? I feel sure that 
the answer of the Colonel, when ho has 
had time for reflection', will bo in the 
negative. The experience of the govern- 
ment with the parties who are seeking this 
franchise has not boon of an encouraging 
character. "Once bitten twice shy," is 
an old saying. The government have 
been twice bitten, and the colonel, (with- 
out reflecting, of course,) urges them to 
placo themselves in position to be bitten 
again. 

Upon the financial responsibility of 
Ainsworth & Co. no doubt is cast, but in 
the bill before the house they ask a great 
privilege for a miserably small service, 
without proposing to furnish any security 
for the faithful completion of tho work. 
This means that should thoy fail to sell 
their right thoy will not build the road 
proposed, and tho province will be the 
only party injured by tho failure. 

1 would remind Col. Baker that his 
quotation from tho bill is very wide of 
the argument, inasmuch us the non-tax- 
ation clause which I quoted states that 
within a certain specified period tho lands 
acquired, unless alienated, shall bo exompt 
from taxation. 

The Colonel intimates that my opposi- 
tion arises from "personal pique against 
the promoters of tho bill." I am sorry 
that the Colonel should indulge in. so 
odious an insinuation - . If I woro to retort 
that Colonel Baker's anxiety to have 
passed a bill that is manifestly unjust to 
tho province, arose from porsonul inter- 
est, I should offor him a gravo insult. 1 
can assure him that his charge against mo 
is as baseless as mine would bo against 
nlm. 1 have no "personal pique" against 
Ainsworth it Co. to gratify. On tho con- 
trary, my personal fooling, if consulted, 
would lead mo to support thoir measure. 
But porsonul feeling must not bo allowed 
to clash with public duty. I bolieve tho 
concession asked by the company is alto- 



gether out of proportion with the service 
thoy propose to render, and that if they 
are allowed to obtain anything beyond 
right of way and terminal facilities thoy 
should bo compelled to furnish large and 
substantial security for the performance 
of the work. The house ought not to 
lend itself to the encouragement of specu- 
lative schemes, such as tho Kootenay bill 
is; and if Ainsworth A' Co, can make 
money by selling a railway charter, why 
cannot the province do likewise ?
